^'^UBIIC MEETING. 

A vety largo number of citizens assom- 
oled at the meeting last night at the Phil- 
liarmouic Hall to hear Mr. DeCosmos ex- 
plain luiS'pdliticMd^c8reer''du'rihg'rthe^last 
lew months. 'About '800 persons' were 
present. 

At 7:10 Mr. DeCosmos made his np- 
pearanco and greeted by cheers and his- 
sess. .„,. 

Mr. McLean was proposed by Mr. Wil- 
son as Chairman. 

One excited individual declared that 
he was ready to hoar Mr. DeCosmos, for 
if he was right on the old question,- ho 
would support him, and if not ho hiuted 
delicately at personal violence. [Cries of 
turn him out. J 

Mr. MoLioau read the requisition to 
Mr. DeCosmos, and tho hon. gontiemau's 
reply. 

Mr. McLean then said that ho w/)uld 
do his best to fulfil his duty as chairman, 
and asked but one favour, that Mr. De- 
Coamos sliouM have a fair hearing. There 
were at present great dillerencos of opin- 
ion, it was by public wish that Mr. De- 
Cosmos appeared .there that evoniug, nud 
ue wished to say that if the chair was not 
to bo supported he would leave tho posi- 
tion at once. 

Mr, DeCosmna made his appearance 
amiilst a storm of a^jplauHC and liisscs. 

Tho Chairman .said he would take tho 
•lames of those who liisscd. fdroat langh- 
ler and cries of you will have to take tlio 
A'holo crowd. J 

Mr. DeCosmos thanked tho pijblic for 
iho address served upon him a few days 
afro and for the reception hia friends had 
;,iven him to night. As tho expression of 
disapprobation, every man had a right to 
iiis opiuioa on politics as woU as ou roli- 
tiion; he could atlord to allow people to 
diirer with him, ami askuil for a full and 
patient hearing; he had served tho public 
of Victoria for 16 years; he had half a 
century on his shoulders and might not 
be capable of as much work as ho once 
could do; but ho waa at least as earnest as 
«vor in their service. 

If the people were not pleased with him, 
why of fiourse they oould go to the poll 
and cast their ballot for those who pleased 
Ihem best; he would draw tho attention of 
iha audience to two or three jjoiuts. He 
*as called a year ago to form a 
Government for Governor Trutoh, and 
thought that ho was tho first person who 
could claim the credit of favoring the ia- 
troduction of Besponsible Government in 
this country, and continued to aay, amidst 
hisses and laughter, that through iiini 
such a Government had been formed as 
had never existed in any other part of 
British North America; everyone of the 
merabera of tho House were in caucus ex- 
cept Mr. McCreight, and hp told them he 
would form a Government if they would 
support him, What was tho re8uU [a voice 
—Nothing.] It had ao liapponod that 
Messrs. Itobson, Bunster and Hiiniplireys 
were not taken into the Admiuisiratiou, 
and forthwith the Adminislratiuu were 
everything that waa bad. If they had 
been taken into it would have been all 
right. [Cries of Question, questio.n, and 
what did you do ut Ottawa. J Now those 
gentlemen had tried to do all they could 
Against tho most honest administration 
that ever existed in British Columbia. 
(Laughter and groanu.) He said the 
proof was- that they could not get a ma- 
jority against his Government. As dual 
representation was now defunct, he was 
compelled to retire and seek their suffra- 
ges for Ottawa, and these gentlemen 
thought it would be a gooil chance to now 
tell against him. If ho know anything 
about the people of Victoria District and 
Eaquimaltand those before him they would 
sand him again to Canada to represent 
them. [A yoioa-rNavar.] Who waa the 
drst person to recommend Confederation ? 
Why,himsolf!'[ Cries of Oh, oh.] It was 
matter of history. Ho sai.l ho had boon 
struggling for sixteen years for a dock 
and now this year we had 8150, UUO on the 
Estimates for it; and what other Admin -' 
istration had ever done as much ? He had 
secureda loaaTin Clanada.at 5 per cent., 
and he had bean informed in Lombard 
Street that it could not be done for 
[A Voice — Bosh J. Ho stood on that j)lat- 
form as a candidate to represent them at 
Ottawa; he bad had no hand in bringing 
out any other candidate. [A Voice— iSpeak 
out.] 

Mr. BeOosmoB— Have you not long 
ears down there. 

A. Voice— Let's have another spnakor. 

Respecting the Pacitic Hcau>hil, ho 
would say the Opposition, from the uou- 
sequent defeat of'Sir^ John A.^^ Maodon- 
alil B Government, was a blessing to the 
Dominion. ^ 

Dr. Helmoken — ^What about the local 
Scandal ? 

Mr. DeCosmos — What scandal ? 

A voice — Dewdooy. 

Mr. DoCosiuoH — The Dowdney scandal 
can ba put down by dociinionts in my 
possession. Ho had been in tlio luner 
Courtu at Ottawa and knew as much 
about railroad scandal as piost men.

Mull'in. He had hoard Ministers whiRi)or 
to one another, "MoMiillou is in towu to- 
night." Mr. Huntington was dououiiced.

When ho wont to 
Ottawa ho told Ihoiu hu would give iv gen- 
erous support to either party who .would 
behave well to British Columbia; ho was 
here now. on, that same platform and when 
ho weiit to Ottawa [ShoutH^f, never nev- 
er] Ho was sure he would' and now ho 
was coining to .some of those doings nt 
Ottawa, about which such a hubbub was 
raisoil, that great ciucvtiou of tho loan. 
I'ublic works were necessary and money 
must be had to start them. Hia Ministry 
said they would support him, and ho wan 
authorised to go to Canada and negotiate 
a loan for I'acilic v.orks; he had gone, and 
had made his iiroposals to the Canadian 
Oovornaiciit and thoy saiil his policy waa 
right; thoy had told bifu tho course he 
was taking was tlio c(jurse that had built 
up tho Domiiuou.
